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By  the  Grand  Secretary 

"Where  is  Brother ?"     How  many  times  in  the  past  few 

months  has  such  a  question  been  addressed  to  you.^    The  demand  for 

a  directory  is  constantly  increasing.  vSo  the  active 
DIRECTORY         Chapters   should   have   a   complete   file   of   alumni 

addresses.  It  is  very  likely  that  you  may  be  called 
upon  at  some  time  during  the  present  session  to  furnish  the  addresses 
of  your  alumni.  See  that  a  committee  is  at  once  assigned  to  this  work 
in  order  that  there  may  be  no  delay  in  handling  the  directory. 

With  the  fighting  over  and  the  army  in  a  state  of  demobilization, 

it  is  now  time  for  us  to  get  busy  recording  the  history 
HISTORY  made  by  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  men.    At  least  one  issue 

of  the  Journal  should  give  a  complete  list  of  our 
men  in  service.  Chapters  should  at  once  appoint  a  committee  who 
will  collect  the  data  for  such  record. 

The  song  book  authorized  by  the  last  Conclave  was  published 
by  Brother  Clifford  B.  Scott,   Nebraska  Alpha,  in  the  spring  of  191 8. 

Thru  an  error  in  the  shipping  room  of  the  publisher, 
SONG  BOOK        these  books  were  shipped  to    Nebraska  instead    of 

to  the  office  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  with  the  result 
that  over  three-fourths  of  them  were  lost  in  transit.  Thus  far  no  trace 
of  them  has  been  found,  but  a  new  edition  will  be  printed  and  ready  for 
distribution  before  the  holidays. 

In  the  May  issue  of  the  Journal  there  was  an  appeal  to  the  alumni. 
The  need  for  such  action  must  have  been  elsewhere  apparent,  for 

almost  immediately  we  received  letters  from  Arkan- 
ALUMNI  sas,  Colorado  and  Virginia.     All  reported  unusual 

activity  among  the  alumni.  This  would  seem  to 
indicate  that  the  Fraternity  man  is  being  led  to  establish  himself  away 
from  the  influences  of  his  home  place.  Therefore,  we  can  not  urge  too 
strongly  that  the  suggestions  made  in  the  aforesaid  issue  shall  imme- 
diately be  put  into  effect. 
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Replies  to  the  Alumni. 

The  active  Chapter  is  undoubtedly  benefited  by  the  interest 
which  its  alumni  displays  in  undergraduate  affairs.  As  evidence  of 
this,  we  would  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  there  are  few  issues  of  a 
National  fraternity  journal  which  do  not  contain  an  appeal  to  the 
graduate  member,  urging  that  he  keep  in  touch  with  his  Chapter. 
The  author  recognizes  that  the  active  Chapter  has  certain  duties  to 
perform  in  maintaining  the  lines  of  communication,  but  these  they 
do  not  stress. 

The  news-letter,  printed  by  the  local  chapter  and  circulated 
among  the  alumni,  is  a  step  in  the  right  direction.  It  does  much  to 
arouse  the  interest  of  the  inactive  members,  and  often  secures  their 
support  for  the  projects  of  their  younger  brothers.  But  I  can  not 
emphasize  too  strongly  that  this  form  of  letter  often  fails  as  a  substi- 
tute for  the  purely  personal  one. 

Take,  for  example,  the  case  of  a  well  meaning  alumnus  who  recom- 
mends a  prospect  to  his  fraternity.  For  this  he  is  entitled  to  an  early 
acknowledgment;  and,  as  soon  as  practicable,  he  should  be  notified 
of  the  fraternity's  action  in  the  case.  It  is  not  sufficient  to  send  him, 
months  later,  a  news-letter  in  which  he  can  find  the  names  of  the 
recently  acquired  pledges. 

To  refute  the  suggestion  that  my  own  chapter  is  unique  in  failing 
to  respond  to  the  letters  of  alumni,  I  can  state  that  in  the  past  few 
years  I  have  recommended  men  to  four  Chapters  and  in  no  instance 
have  I  received  an  acknowledgment  in  return. 

This  might  imply  that  I  did  not  understand  the  type  of  men  my 
fraternity  desired.  Even  so,  the  Chapters  in  question  should  have 
deigned  to  recognize  my  good  intentions.  But  happily,  I  was  not  far 
wrong  in  my  judgment,  for  the  majority  of  these  men  were  accepted 
by  the  respective  Chapters. 

On  another  occasion  I  wrote  to  a  Chapter  regarding  four  men 
whom  I  considered  desirable,  and  asked  that  I  be  informed  as  to  the 
fraternity's  action  in  their  case.  My  request  was  unheeded,  although 
I  have  learned  from  other  sources  that  at  least  two  of  these  men  were 
pledged.  I  have  no  knowledge  of  the  others,  though  it  is  quite  proba- 
ble that  our  next  meeting  will  be  an  embarassing  one. 

I  record  these  experiences  only  to  show  that  fraternity  Chapters 
are  guilty  of  a  negligence  which  would  not  be  tolerated  in  either  the 
business  or  the  social  world.  I  am  told  that  similar  conditions  exist 
in  other  fraternities,  and  the  situation  strikes  me  as  one  to  which 
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attention  might  profitably  be  called.  My  own  days  in  an  active 
Chapter  are  not  so  far  in  the  past  that  I  can  forget  the  demands  upon 
the  student's  time,  and  so  long  as  I  can  recommend  worthy  prospects, 
I  shall  continue  to  do  so,  regardless  of  the  manner  in  which  my  com- 
munications are  treated. 

It  is  possible,  however,  that  some  alumni,  farther  removed  from 
the  laxity  of  their  own  student  careers,  may  not  understand  this  appar- 
ent disregard  of  their  assistance.  So  it  should  be  made  a  policy  of 
every  Chapter  to  see  that  all  letters  calling  for  a  personal  reply  are 
answered  promptly.  This  courtesy  need  not  be  of  a  burdensome 
nature,  since  matters  of  general  interest  to  the  alumni  may  be  confined 
to  the  news-letter. 

New  Activity  at  Dartmouth.

Little  of  the  real  meaning  of  the  appointment  is  disclosed  by  the 
mere  title. 

It  is  conjectured,  however,  that  the  new  dean  will  act  chiefly  as 
an  interpreter  of  the  student  and  the  work  for  which  he  is  best  suited. 
With  this  knowledge  in  hand,  he  will  be  made  to  serve  some  useful 
purpose  during  his  college  days.  But  it  is  all  new  work  and  for  this 
reason  its  exact  scope  remains  to  be  demonstrated.

George  Harvey  Ferguson. 

Our  sister  Chapters  may  well  be  proud  of  the  deeds  of  their  brothers 
on  the  battlefields  of  Europe  and  we  have  thrilled  with  the  reading  of 
them,  and  to  this  list  of  heroes,  Delaware  Alpha  wishes  to  add  one  more 
name:  that  of  George  Harvey  Ferguson,  Second  Lieutenant  in  the 
Sixth  Infantry,  the  Fifth  Division,  United  States  Army. 

Brother  Ferguson  is  a  member  of  the  Class  of  '19.  Before  his 
enlistment  in  the  service  he  proved  his  worth  as  a  fighter  on  the  gridiron 
and  diamond  for  Delaware  College.  He  went  to  the  Mexican  border 
with  the  Delaware  National  Guard.  Later  he  resumed  his  college 
course,  until  he  left  in  May,  191 7,  for  Fort  Myer,  Va.  While  there 
he  received  his  commission  as  Lieutenant.  After  being  assigned  to 
Company  A  of  the  Sixth  Infantry,  United  States  Army,  he  sailed  for 
overseas  in  May,  191 8. 

Not  many  months  had  passed  before  we  learned  that  General 
Pershing  had  awarded  him  the  Distinguished  Service  Cross  for  extra- 
ordinary heroism  under  enemy  fire.     His  citation  reads  as  follows: 

"Second  Lieutenant  George  H.  Ferguson,  Sixth  Infantry,  for 
extraordinary  heroism  in  action  near  Romagne,  France,  October  14, 
191 8.  After  being  painfully  wounded  early  in  the  attack.  Lieutenant 
Ferguson  continued  forward,  leading  his  platoon  through  an  unusually 
heavy  artillery  and  machine-gun  fire.  Later  he  left  a  shell-hole  in  which 
he  had  taken  refuge,  administering  first  aid  to  soldiers  until  exhaustion 
had  overcome  him." 

Brother  Ferguson  was  wounded  later  above  the  eye  and  at  another 
time  was  gassed.  On  the  signing  of  the  Armistice,  his  organization 
became  a  part  of  the  Army  of  Occupation  in  Germany. 

He  fought  not  only  in  the  battles  of  Frapelle,  St.  Mihiel,  and 
Meuse  Argonne,  but  after  fighting  had  ceased,  he  distinguished  himself 
on  his  divisional  foot  ball,  basket-ball,  baseball,  and  golf  teams.  He 
was  also  an  official  at  the  Inter- Allied  Games  at  the  Pershing  Stadium. 

At  the  present  time  he  is  undergoing  treatment  in  the  Walter  Reid 
Hospital,  Washington,  D.  C. 
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William  Ellison  Harvey. 

Viewed  in  the  light  of  recent  events,  the  Conclave,  taking  place  in 
Indianapolis,  Ind.,  on  October  23d-25th,  promises  to  be  one  of  the  most 
significant  in  the  history  of  our  organization.  On  the  above  dates 
Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  shall  enter  upon  what  must  be  justly  termed  as  a 
period  of  reconstruction.  In  this  it  will  merely  be  following  the  course 
of  other  bodies,  whose  plans,  halted  for  the  time,  are  now  urged  with 
unprecedented  vigor  and  determination. 

Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  is  confronted  with  many  issues.  These,  together 
with  their  numerous  details,  involve  an  amount  of  earnest,  and  perhaps, 
debative  consideration.  Not  of  an  oratorical  character,  however,  but 
of  that  inspiration  which  can  come  only  from  a  full  and  enthusiastic 
attendance. 

This  must  be  made  apparent  on  October  23d.  To  the  contrary, 
no  argument  shall  seem  meet.  So  choose  at  once  your  delegate.  Hear 
his  views,  or  instruct  him  along  such  lines  as  you  may  consider  to  the 
best  interests  of  the  fraternity.  That  done,  see  to  it  that  he  reaches 
Indiana  not  later  than  the  morning  of  the  23d. 

This  is  imperative,  vital!  It  marks  an  epoch  in  the  history  of 
Sigma  Phi  Epsilon.
